The following is a copy of a letter 
from Mr M‘Gillivray, Chief of the Creek Indians, 
to his friend in this town.—It is neceflary to inform 
our readers, that Mr M'Gillivray’s mother is a 
Creek, ad that agreeably to the cultoms of the [n- 
dians, he ‘is therefore deemed one himfelf. His fa- 
perior acquirements, and eminent abilities, have rai- 
fed him to the firft place among his countrymen ; 


| what follows will thew the zealous animated part he 


takes ia whatever affects their interelts. 
Little Talaffee, Uper Creeks. 
« SIR, the 20th of Fanaary 1787. 

‘* In return for your friendly communications, it 
is not often in my power to furnifh you with any 
thing worthy your attention, unlefs details of our 
difputes with the Georgians can be deemed fo —dif- 
putes which, on their parts, are as frivolous as they 
are vexatious, and which, to all appearance, will 
not be terminated otherwife than by the fword. 

“* You have been already made acquainted with 
the grounds of the difference between us, from a 
copy of a letter that 1 wrote in 1784, to Governor 
Houfton, and which was publithed by fome fricnd 
to my country. Repeated reprefentations have fol- 
lowed that one for years, but without effeAing the 
Jealt change of meafures as to the encroachments 
made upon our hunting grounds by the Georgians. 
Wearied out with ineffectual attempts to awaken in 
them a fenfe of juflice and equity, the nation was 
réfolved not to behold with indifference a plan form- 


‘ed to wrelt from us the greater part of our molt va- 


luable territory. Accordingly, in April 1786, we 
met in general convention, to deliberate upon what. 
meafures we ould adopt for fruftrating the wicked 
defigns of the Georgians. Finding that moderate 
ones had been treated with infolent contempt, it was 
determined to lift the red hatchet, in oppofition to 
infulence and injuftice. This was become neceffary 
for perfonal fafety. Parties of the Georgians, when 
employed in marking out their ufurpations, uniform- 
ly attacked any of our people who chanced to fall in 
their way, although peaceably hunting game on our 
own grounds. 

* Being intluenced by motives of humanity, and 
unwilling to fpread that deftra@ion on their fron- 
tiers which this conduct of the Georgians merited, 
we contented ourfelves with fending out parties of 
warriors to drive from off our Oconee lands, all in- 
truders who fhould be found thereon ; and they had 
orders not to deftroy them, nor even to ufe force io 
any cafe wherein perfonal fafety did not render it 
abfolutely neceflary.. This was in.a great meafure 
accomplifhed ; only fix perfons loft their lives on 
the part of the Georgians, and thefe fell victims to 
their own temerity. ‘This affair, which their own 
iniquitous proceedings had drawn upon them, has 
been held forth by the Georgians as the molt vio- 
lent, unprovoked outrage that was ever committed, 
and for which nothing can atone but my life, and the 
lives of a number of our chiefs. 

« In O@oher 1786, the Georgians fent up a talk 
to the nations, inviting them to a conference, to be 
held at Oconee, and profeffing an axious defire to 
have all differences amicably adjufted. Having 
good grounds to queftion the fincerity of the pro- 
fefions, the invitation was not accepted of ; and on- 
ly afew of our people, from motives of curiofity, at- 
tended. ‘The event proved the jultice of our fufpi- 
cions: thefe meflengers of peace were attended by 
1500 men in arms ; and plans of the molt attrocious 
nature againft our perfons were concerted. Thefe 
they attempted to effect upon the credalous few of 
our nation that. met them; bat the fpirited condu& 
of fome of them alarming the Georgians, prevented 
the accomplithment of their perfidious defigns ; and 
this armed force, which, in the event of their failing 
in the defign of feizing our perfons, was to fpread 
devaftation and deftru€tion through our country, was 
obliged to retreat precipitately, after having difgra- 
ced themfelves by an abortive attempt to engage 
thofe Indians who met them, to murder feveral in- 
nocent traders fpecilied by name, and to procure the 
affafination of all tthe chiefs who were fupporters of 
their country,g 2nd, of courfe, hoftile to the Geor- 
gians:. oY Fate 

« T have’reafom' the believe, that in the enfuing 
{pring they-will'offer fome frefh ;ropofitions to us. 
I mean to hold our annual Grand Convention in 
Apiil next, when the truce we granted the Georgi- 
ans will expire. ‘Then it will be determined whe- 
ther hoftilities thail commence, or a peace be con- 
cluded ; aod then, Sir, you fhall again hear from 
me.

His fpirits have been not a 
little fupported by the tender anxiety and affection- 
ate enquiries of his Royal parents, as well as the 
concern of the public in general. 

Ao intimation has been given to Mr Robinfon,

The indifpofition of the Prince of Wales has 
afforded his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York an 
opportunity .of difplaying the goodnefs of his heart.

- Secretary, informing him that his Royal Highnefs 

- had read his letter with the moft heart-felt concern 
for thé indifpofition of his Royal brother, and the 
higheit indignation againft the man who could think 
him mean and unfeeling enough to rejoice at fuch a 
circamftance. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of York will not 
return to England this fummer, as has been expect- 
ed, but will pay a vilic to his own territories of Of 
naburgh, and to feveral of the courts of Germany.

A’ doubt 
was the,efore conceived by Mr Recorder, whether 
this indi&tment could be fupported, as for forging a 
Bill of Exchange, which upon the face of it, by the 
exprefs directions of the ftatute, was void. He 
Mherefore recorded the verdict Guilty, but refpited 
the judgment until the opinion of the Judges, that 

the indictment could not be maintained. 

‘Phe following decifion is of confiderable impot- 
tance to the company of practifing Aipothecaries, 
and we infert it for their information : 

Yefterday in the Court of King’s Bench, a caule 
was tried before Judge Buller. Mr Mingay opentd 
the bufinefs, and {tated that the aion was brought 
by the plaintiff (an apothecary) for curing a gitl of 
a fore foot. The girl’s mafter was defendant. The 
amount of the apothecary’s bill for attendance, me- 
dicines, &c. &c. for five years,’ was feventy-fite 
pounds, forty-four pounds of which had been paid 
into Court; but this fum was only for medicines + 
the refidue of the bill unpaid was for drefling and 
attendance. ‘Pwo witnefles were then examined, 
one of whom proved, that the plaintiff was only an 
apothecary; he had no right to charge his attendances 
he could only demand the payment for what medi- 
cines were delivered. ‘The other witnefs proved, 
that he had left the foot uncured, which was. pef- 
fected by her miftrefs with applications of her ows 
making. After this fhort hearing, the Jury gave 
their verdia, that the plaintiff was not entitled to 
more than the fourty- four pounds, which had beca 
paid into Court for the metlicines ufed in the faid 
cure.

Thof: who had 
not joined in the attémpt retired to their refpective 
wards, and were locked in. The others were forced 
into an upper room, where they fecured the door on 
the infide, and in tlig confufion had nearly confined 
Mr Hall, who was advanced without fuflicient fup- 
port, and got out wit!) great difficulty, by the exer- 
tions of an occafional affiftant. In this room they 
were locked up and “watched, to prevent any farther 
attempts, till a guard fhould arrive from the Tower. 
They were at firlt extremely riotous and diforderly ; 
but a few pieces being fired in at the windows, not 
with a defign to wound, anfwered the intention of 
bringing them to order. Ai ferjeant’s -guard foon 
arrived, and direétly went up to the door with their 
fide arms only, muikets being ufelefs on the {tairs. 
Mr Hall advifed the rioters to fubmit without re- 
fiftance, as the only means to prevent immediate fa- 
tal confequences to themfelves, the foldiers being 
prepared to force the door. With little hefitarion 
they opened the door, and fuffered themfelves to be 
Jed out, one by one, to the number of feventeen, every 
one relieved from their fetters ; but by what means 
they acquired initrdments to effect this is not known, 
They were all inftantly loaded with heavy irons, 
confined to the floor of the cendemned cell, and by 
ten o’clock the peace and quiet of the prifon were 
fettored. ‘I'wo of the felons, confined in anottier 
ward, were afterwards difcovered to have fawed of 
their fetters, —In juftice to the debtors confined in 
the fame goal, it mult not be omitted, that they con- 
ducted themfelves with propriety, and to the fatis- 
fattion of Mr Hall. On proper application, the 
guard was ordered to be continued fo Jong as necef- 
faty, and the fafety of this important priloo thus efé 
fedtually fecured. 

_ Various are the reafons affigned for the extraor- 
dinary flugtuation of the ftocks on Wednefday ; and 
among many other idle conjectures, a report was 
raifed, that Mr Pitt had refigned in confequence of 
a difference of opinion in the Cabinet, on what fteps 
were neceflary to be purfued in the prefent crifis of 
Dutch politics. We, however, have good reafon 
to believe, that the real caufe arofe from a number 
of the Dutch ftock-holders in our funds, reflecting 
coolly on the probable effects their internal divifion 
would have in this country, have fent over orders 
to fell out large fums from our flocks, with a view 
of baying in again as foon as the panic fubfided. 

By a letter received on Monday, dated Ghent, 
Jane 7, the account of an infurrection is confirmed. 
The States of Brabanty &«. have unanimoufly agreed 
t0 oppofe the Emperor’s defigns ; and as be is at a 
great diftanee, God knows where the matter will 
end. His Imperial Majefty is, however, expected 
at Vienna in a few weeks. The Governor Gene- 
ral and the Archduchefs have been forced to fign 
Whatever the people required. Mean while, no re- 
gard is paid to any of the late ediats, and the whole 
Country is ina ferment. The Charch is fuppofed 
to be at the-bottom of this affair. The example 
they have before them in Holland contributes nota 

ittle to the natural obftinaey of their difpofitions, 
Which ‘are not ealily roufed, bat when ftirred op, 
With the’ preate(t difficulty appeafed. ‘The Com-
